their usual labors until the 24th day 
of the month, and .then the festivities 
begin In earnest. 


During the four days preceding the 


celebration, however, It must be under- 
stood that the work Is mot so strenu- 
ous. and the monotonous box* of the 
saw and the ring of the ax are frequent- 
ly Interrupted by merry bursts ot song 
and anecdotes of those who have pass- 
ed away during the previous season. 


In Chippewa county there are many 


camps or settlements, each controlled 
by a recognized leader, and long before 
the holidays the point of celebration Is 
decided upon. By Christmas ere thi 
men, women and children bare all as- 
sembled at the chosen camp, when 
elaborate preparations have been mada 
for their comfort, and at 10 o'clock In 
the morning of that day the duty elect 
ed master of ceremonies addresses the 
multitude of people assembled i&d out- 
lines the program 'of the week to f d 
low, for 'these celebrations continue to 
the 31st day of December., 


After his speech the oldest daughter 


of the oldest resident Is elected queen 
of ' the ' holidays. 
Her corps . of as- 


sistant* Is quickly chosen from the ed- 
ucated classes, and from their decis- 
ions' pertaining to th» week'* celebra- 
tion there can bo bo appeal. During 
the remainder of the day ; many 
speeches'- are given, 'refreshments of 
many kinds art •erred, and family: 
groups flock together and relate their 
own folklore, while the queen, assisted 
by her admen, examines and selects 
th« Tirkras fowls to be served on tht 
following snd subsequent days. 


Christmas day Is but an hour old 


when an assemble and Indulge in re- 
ligions serrlcei. while the pine knots. 
flaring and spluttering In the night air. 


add a beautiful and weird aspect to 
the scene. At sunrise all the men. wo- 
men and children, arrayed la their 
best, assemble at a prearranged spot 
and form a large circle, the womea 
generally In pialn woolen, garments 
and the men hi high topped (piked 
shoca and dark flannel shirts. 


In the center of the group stand the 


hnsbandnen. or slayers of the fowls. 
waiting. A grindstone and six men 
three to grind the axes and three as- 
sistants, »re"also In the center cf the 
grcup. At a prearranged signal an ths 
people bejln a march around, singing 
and dancing; the grindstones ar» pet 
In motion, the axes are laid open them 
and the celebration Is on In earnest. 
Ths singing. dancing tod eounter- 
rr-ircMn; are continued until the axes 
have attained a keen edge, when sO 
heads are uncovered, wh£« a dozen 
nen Land up the fowls for decapita- 
tion. The wooea take the slain fowls 
In charge, and cooa they are prepared 
for the earth GTCSS.
